Town  Music  Hall  in  Boys  Town,  Neb.  The  U.S.  Mint 
Principal  Deputy  Director  said  the  coins  acknowl¬ 
edged  "the  extraordinary  efforts  made  by  this  organi¬ 
zation  to  give  comfort  and  purpose  to  children  in 
need,  and  recognizing  the  significant  contributions  of 
Father  Flanagan/'  Flanagan  founded  a  home  for 
boys  in  1917 

The  Mint  notes  that  it  is  now  one  of  the  largest  non¬ 
profit  organizations  in  the  country,  dedicated  to  serv¬ 
ing  more  than  two  million  at-risk  children  and  fami¬ 
lies  of  all  backgrounds  and  religions  across  1 1  re¬ 
gions  of  the  country.
